S. A, D. 44 BOARD. HEARS 
REPORTS FROM GUIDANCE 
AND DRUG COUNSELORS 

The board of directors of $. A. D. 
44 met in regular session in the 
Lecture Hall at Telstar Regional 
High School on Monday evening of 
this. week, ses 

Samuel Elliott, Director ef Pu- 
pil Personnel Services (Guidance), 
at Telstar reviewed the counseling 
program available at the school. 
An effort is made with each ar- 
riving seventh grade at the school 
to acquaint them with at least the 
rudimentary workings of the guid- 
ance process, and how the program 
is available fo assist them, Much 
of the time of the guidance depart- 
ment is taken up with conferences 
with students who have individual 
problems. Some group werk is also 
done where practicable. 

Richard McCann, drug coun- 
selor, In a report to the board, 
Stated that in his opinfon, there is 
little current use of “hard" drugs 
by students at Telstar. There has 
been evidence of use of drugs such 
ag. marijuana, ete., but is no worse 
and possibly better than situations 
existing in public secondary 
Schools of similar size throughout 
the state. Mr. McCann said that a 
grealer ‘sophistication of stu- 
denis and close proximity to areas 
of greater population where drugs 
are avallable possibly is a factor 
in “experimentation”, He says he 
has been contacted on occasion by 
parents ‘ho are concerned with 
their children's welfare. According 
to the drug counselor, use of alen- 
hol, a more readily available 
“drug”, is of greater magnitude 
than. the more exotic naractics, Mr, 
McCann says that he is available 
to both students and parents who 
desire Information or help in deal- 
ing with problems of this nature.
